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Ihe Years in eſe may be valued as a Leaſe of 
ſo many Years, or their value may be found, by 
ſubtracting the value of the Years lapſed, from 
the value of the whole Leaſe, as was directed be- 
fore in the Leaſe of 21 Tears. 
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And now, upon the whole Matter, if we will 
deal impartially, we have no reaſon to blame Col- 
leges or Eccleſiaſtical Bodies, if they ſhould take 
the Rates before mentioned for the Renewing of 
Leaſes, | (viz.) One Year and a Half's Value for 
the Renewing of Seven ; ſeeing in ſuch Caſes they. 
would treat their Tenants as if Money was at 9 J. 
per Cent. and as if the Total Value were but Nine 
Years Purchaſe. But if the Churchmen ſhould 
demand and take after the Rate of l. per Cent. 
(which they are not likely to do,) they would af- 
ford Men of other Profeſſions as little reaſon co 
envy them for the Increaſe of their Revenues, as 
they would afford Occaſion to their Tenants to 
blame them for their hard Uſage. For the ut- 
moſt that Clergymen in the beſt Circumſtancescan 

nerally expect to do, is to live Decently in a 
— way, and to educate their Children in ſuch 
a Manner, as by their oun Induſtry, and a ſmall 
Portibn, they may be able to live above Contempt 
when their Parents are Dead. Clergymen muſt 
not expect to get great Eſtates, and lay Foundati- 
ons for building up Families by the Gains of 
their Profeſſion; whereas every Age affords us 
2 Inſtances of Families raiſed by other Pro- 
eſſions. | . |
